It was the greatness of Chesterton’s creed that the 
salvation he was the salvation not of the 
elect, but of the many. His concern was always 
with the common man. He did not confine his sym- 
pathies to the well-behaved and refined : to the recluse 
in the cloister or the scholar in the study. He was 
not one of those who thought that only the best 


and humours of suffering, plain, unvarnished human- 
ity. Yet, though his inferior in sheer creative genius, 
he had nothing of the egotism and self-pity of Dickens. 
He was too good for that. I never met a more generous 
man, and I never saw a happier. And I do not 
believe there is anyone who had the inestimable 
privilege to know Gilbert Keith Chesterton who 
would not say the same. 


We live in a Protestant country and are a Protestant 
people, and Chesterton, in the later years of his life, 
was a Roman Catholic. Having begun his career 
in a blaze of early triumph and popularity such as 
comes to few men, he put it by him 
and set his face against the stream 





a dreary business of eating, drinking, 
procreating, sleeping, and dying. So 
it is fitting that on one day in the 
year at least we should commemorate 
the noble army of those who believed 
life to be a high spiritual adventure 
and, by the grace of their own lives, 
helped to make it seem so to their 
fellow men and women. Such we call 
saints, and the Christian churches have 
established rules by which those whose 
sainthood admits of no doubt may be 
held in hallowed remembrance. But 
there are many, whose names appear 
on no Christian calendar, who by 
struggle and endeavour and conquest 
earned their right to be included among 
the saintly company.

Gilbert Keith Chesterton spent his 
whole life in teaching others how to 
live. The very sound of his name is 
like a trumpet-call. To him the world 
was a strenuous field in which one 
went about doing battle with evil in 
order that good might endure. If 
from ‘his generation one had to select 
one man who might have stood as 
type of Don Quixote or of St. George 
who slew the dragon, it was he. If 
any literary name of our age becomes 
a legend, it will be his. In his lifetime 
he was often likened to Dr. Johnson, 
and it was an analogy that did not 
only depend on his giant girth and 
splendid conversation. For like Dr. 
Johnson he never penned a line or 
uttered a sentence that harboured a 
mean or ignoble thought, nor did he 
ever miss an opportunity of striking : 
In all that he did and stood for-there 
was neither fear nor calculation. He

A 14,000-YEAR-OLD WONDER 
OF ANATOLIA.

EAR the source of the River Maander, in Asia Minor, lie the ruins of 
the Roman Hierapolis. The town is situated on a mountain-terrace 
about 1} miles long, 328 yards broad, with a 327-ft.-high face, with a fine 
view over the valley of the River Lycos, a tributary of the Maander. 
The builder of this terrace is a still-existing warm spring with a capacity 
of about 9000 gallons per minute. According to a geological estimate, it 
took 14,000 years for the work. The water of the spring is saturated with 
carbon dioxide. and lime. In the open air, through the escape of carbon 
dioxide, the water-soluble calcium bicarbonate turns into insoluble lime- 
stone. This magic spring comes to light in a pond, the bottom of which 
is covered with beautifully carved slabs of an ancient bath, which was 
probably destroyed by earthquake. The water in the pond has a tem- 
perature of 95 deg. Fahr. It is drained off by three canals which are 
“ self-supporting,”’ as their borders are always being strengthened by the 
lime of the evaporating water. By and bye it finds its way to the edge 
of the terrace, and flows down over a series of petrified waterfalls, 
constantly forming new ones. One can hear the murmur of the water as 
SOME OF THE RAISED TOMBS IN THE NECROPOLIS OF HIERAPOLIS.

The town was situated 
on the trade-route connecting Smyrna 
with Sardes and Xanthus. The hot 
spring attracted scores of visitors who 
took baths in its healing waters, and then 
frequently settled down here. Originally 
it sprang from a grotto called the 
plutonium, whose priests knew about 
the deadly effect of the carbonic acid. 
It was frequently tested by sacrificing 
birds and small animals. When they 
entered the grotto, the priests stopped 
breathing, and came out unharmed. 
This “‘ miracle "’ never failed to impress 
the crowds. The necropolis north and 
east of the town is one of the largest 
known from antiquity. More than 
1200 tombs have survived the centuries. 
They are of different sizes and shapes, 
brown or green in colour, as the earth 
from which they emerge. Some were 
built underground, with stone benches on 
which the dead could be laid. Many of 
the sarcophagi stand on gate-like struc- 
tures above the ground. The inscriptions 
contain, as a rule, the name and pro- 
fession of the dead. In some cases a 
curse is added for those who may dare to 
desecrate the grave. It seems a pity that 
Hierapolis has never been excavated. 
On the other hand, its petrified water- 
falls, the ruins, and the vast city of the 
dead in its untouched state are most 
impressive.
